REAL  ORIGIN  OF  THE  WAR. 

1-  HIS  is  a  fubject  as  much  as  dif- 
puted  as  tiie  probability  of  a 
counter  revolution  in  France,  or 
the  expediency  of  a  parliamentary 
reform  in  England.  Mr.  Frit  has 
faid,  it  w  as  originated  by  the  ne- 
oeiiity  of  defending  ear  allies,  and 
prevent  big  the  aggrandizement  of 
the  French,  while  Mr.  Fox  has 
maintained  it  Co  be  a  war  for  the 
relloiation  of  defpotifni.  Mr. 
Dundss  has  aliened  11  to  be  purely 
a  defenfive  war,  and  has  been  an- 
fvvercd  by  Mr.  Giey,  that  tt  was 
undertaken  with  the  lole  view  of 
dividing  and  plundering  a  great 
nation  ;  and  Mr.  Burke  has  con-*- 
tended  it  to  be  for  the  reltoration 
of  the  emigrants,  and  the  deltruc- 
tion  of  principles,  fubveilive  of 
all  government,  religion,  and  even 
of  civil  fociety,  which  Mr.  Sheri- 
dan has  denied,  arguing,  that  it  in 
fact  originated  in  a  hatred  towards  ' 
the  cattle  of  freedom  iifelf.  What- 
ever may  have  been  the  various 
motives  for  commencing  or  carry- 
ring  it  on  ;  whether  defence  of 
the  Scheldt,  to  reprefsthe  ambiti- 
on of  France, to  foice  her  to  revoke 
her  fyliemof  fraternity,  to  diviue 
her  territories,  or  to  reftoic  either 
a  regular  govcrment  or  defpotifni, 
it  is  curious  to  know  how  the  war 
originated  ;  and  as  hiftorians  of- 
ten difcover  important  tacts  long 
after  they  h- Opened,  fo  the  real 
origin  of  th«P  prefent  war  has  on- 
ly "now  come  within  our  know- 
ledge. 

It  may  be  remembered,  that  on 
the  eve  of  holtilities,  Mr.  Pitt  and 
Mr.  Dundas  reeled  into  the  lionfe 
of  Commons  ;  the  full  waspot-va- 
lia/it,  but  the  fecond  wis  cudeavori 
ing,  as  much  as  polfible,  to  be  up- 
on   his  guard.

pi  icemen  and  penlioners,  who  w  ith 
great  vehemence  ochoe.l  War! 
War  !  War  !  The  more  Mr. Dundas 
cautioned  the  premier  to  beware,  the 
more  loudly  he  exclaimed  li'cr  ! 
War  !  And  n.inillers  finding  they 
had  accidently  declared  for  holtil- 
ities,  were  too  proud  to  retract. 

Such  was  the  real  origin  of  the 
war. — It  began  in  nitoxicatiou ,  and 
has  been  carried  on  with  fo  little 
capacity:  that  we  may  prefume,  its 
conductors  have  never  fince  reco- 
vered their  fober  fenftt. 


NANTZ,  Sept  4. 
Yefterday  morning  our  poll  at  la 
Maifon  Blanche  on  the  road  to  Pa- 
ris, about  10  miles  from  this  city 
was  unexpectedly  attacked  by  a 
corps  of  at  leaf!  4CO0  Chouans. 
The  Republican  detatchment,  com- 
pofed  of  300  men,  fought  their  way 
through  the  mafs  of  the  Brigands, 
and  fell  back  to  Mauves,  where, 
feconded  by  the  fire  of  a  bomb- 
Ihip  liationed  in  the  Loire,  thry 
were  able  to  baffle  all  the  hopes  of 
the  royaiifls.— We  had  in  this  en- 
gagement 4  killed  and  tt  wound* 
ed, who  have  hnce  arrived  bete. 
The  lofs  of  the  Chouans  mull  have 
been  much  more  considerable  ;  for 
their  numbers  whre  fo  fuperior  to 
ours,  that  every  Republican  ball 
mult  do  effect  ;  and  the  volun- 
teers made  a  terrible  havock  am- 
one;  them  when  they  broke  through 
their  unwieldly  mafs.  The  Chou- 
ans are  always  provided  with  car- 
riages, which  fervethem  to  carry 
off  their  w  ounded  and  killed.  This 
cirenmftance  proves  that  their  lofs 
will  never  be  r;ivttii  with  any  de- 
cree of  certainty.    However,  our 


volunteers  have  found  many  of 
them  in  the  vineyards,  who  weie 
dangeioully  wounded  aud  expi- 
ring. 

Sept  6. 

Our  lateft  inteligence  from 
Spain  tends  to  corroborate  the 
belief  that  the  dominions  of  the 
Molt  Catholic  King  are  not  fo  far, 
as  is  commonly  fubpolfed,  Irom 
feeling  the  effect  of  the  politcal 
covulfions  which  threaten  the  relt 
of  Europe.  ^ 

They  write  from  Lifbon,  that  » 
notwithflanding  the  Birifh  ftill  in- 
fluence the  operation  of  the  Por- 
tuguese miniltry,  the  inhabitants 
in  general  figh  for  peace  with  the 
French.

ple enough  to  man  them.

It  i:  obferval  le, '  th->.t  in  this  ref. 
peCt  the  article  is  in  terms  perfccrt- 
ly  reciprocal  ;  the  fVine  things 
which  aie  made  contraband  m  the 
one  fide,  are  alfo  made  fo  on  the 
other.  Yet  when  cue  party  is  at 
war,;  and  the  other  at  peace,  dur- 
ing fucb  a  ftate  of  things  it  may  be 
(hid  to  opt  rate  unequally  ;  but  f  iiis 
confequence  reluhs  unavoidably 
from  the  nature  of  things.  And  a 
change  rn  the  iituatiun  c>*'  the  t\vo 
nations  as  to  peace  and  war,  will 
as  unavci  lubly  ptoducc  thecorref- 
pondentf change  in  the  cihc'is  of 
the  article.  If  the  two  parties 
mould  be  both  engaged  in  war  at 
the  fame  time,  wiih  ciiferent  ene- 
snies,  then  the  artitle  would  ope- 
rate equally  at  the  fame  time.

iir.f  nothing  more  to  do,  than  to 
enquiry  If  it  infringes  on  her  trea- 
ties with  fuich  battens,  or"  any  of 
them;  and  being  aflbred  that  it 
does  not,  cc  that  it  is  perfectly  con- 
fon.ant  to  her  neutral  fit  nation,  no 
man  w  ho  faj  s  the  Lnited  States  are 
i'iW,  will  doubt  of  her  competency 
to  adopt  the  article  without  iricur- 
ing  the  reproach  that  is  jufi. 

J  he  nineteenth  article  is,  I  pre- 
fume  alio,  without  juli  caufe  of  ob- 
ji  tftiou,  notwithftandingithasjMfct 
v  i  fa  cepfure.  It  is  >n  the  follow- 
ing w  ords  : 

<<  Add  that  more  abunJant  care 
be  taken  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
r<  i;><.  tive  fiibjects  and  citizens  of 
the  contracting  parties,  and  to 
prevent  their  fufFering  injaries  by 
the  men  of  war  or  privateers  r,f  ei- 
rbe.  party,  all  commanders  of  mips 
of  war  and  privateers,  and  all  o- 
tin  ts  rhc  faid  fubjeCrs  and  citizens 
diall  forbear  doing  any  damage  to 
thole of  the  other  party,  or  com- 
mtttihg  any  outrage  again  ft  then), 
and  if  they  act  to  the  contrary  they 
thall  I  e  puri'"ted,  and  fhall  alfo  be 
1  OUIld  in  thtPI  perfons  and  eftates 
to  make  la:  inaction  and  i  epai  ation 
for  11  damages,  and  the  intercfl 
thereof,  cf  whatever  nature  the 
faid  damages  may  be.  Kcr  this 
caufe  all  commanders  bf  privateers 
beloie  they  receive  their  commif- 
fin  ns.  fhali  her-  after  be  obliged  to 
give  before  a  competent  judge, 
f'udicicnt  fecmity  by  at  lead  two 
lefponfihle  fureties,  w'-ho  have'  no 
inteielt  in  ibe  faid  privr.teer^ach 
of'wiiom  together  with  the  faid 
comniander,  fhall  be  jointly  and 
feverallv  bound  in  the  fuin^^'  fif- 
teen hundred  pounds  fierlflBf  ;  or 
if  fuch  Ihips  be  provided  willvlibove 


one  huVred  and  fifty  feamen  or 
foldiefs,  in  the  fum  of  three  ihou- 
fatul  pounds  lteiling,  to  laiisty  all 
dam'aget  and  injuries-;  which  the 
faid  privateer,  of  her  officers,  01* 
men,  or  any  of  them  may  do  or 
commit  during  then  ci  uile,conti  a- 
ry  to  the  tenor  of  this  treaty,  .or 
to  the  laws,  or  indr-ictions  lor  re- 
gulating their  conduct  j  and  fur- 
iher,  that  in  all  cafes  of  aggiellion  ' 
the  laid  conimiftohs  li.all  be  re- 
voked and  aiifaulled. 

"  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  whene- 
ver a  judge  ol  the  court  of  admi- 
ralty of  either  of  the  parties, 
diall  pronounce  fentence  againit 
any  veiiel,  cr  goods,  or  property 
belong  to  the  li.bjects  or  citiztns  of 
the  other  party,  a  formal  and  duly 
authenticated  copv  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings in  the  caufe,  and  of  the 
faid  lenienc;,  ihall  if  requited;  be 
delivered  to  the  commander  of  the 
faid  vciiel  without  the  ffnallell  tie- 
lay,  he*  paying  all  legal  fees  and 
demands  for  the  fame." 

The  only  objection  which  I  re- 
collect to  have  heard  to  this  article 
was,  to  the  fmallnefs  of  the  penal- 
ties uader  which  the  comm?nders 
ol  privafeers  are  to  be  bound  orj 
receiving  comuufiions.  but  I  con- 
ceive this  objection  will  be  little 
thought  of,  when  it  is  recollected 
that  the  pi  ovilion  in  the  ai  tide  is 
applicable  to  commanders  on  our 
fide,  as  v/ell  as  to  thole  on  the  fide 
of  Great  Britain  ;  and  that  to  have 
mad«  the  penalty  enormous,  would 
haye  tended  more  to  reprefs  ap- 
plications for  comiuiflions,  than  to 
have  prevented  injury — becaule 
'the  commander  who  violates  the 
treaty,  is  to  be  redu'.ed  by  the  lofs 
df  his  c'onunillion.  Ttfe  article  iu 
other  refpetfts  feems  unexception- 
able, and  is  to  be  found  irufub- 
flancela  our  othci  treaties. 

I  iTe  twentieth  article  is  ia  the 
foil  ow  ing  v  ords  : 

"it  is  tun  her  agreed,  that  both 
the, faid  contracting  parties  lhall 
r.ot  only  rctuf?  to  receive  any  pi- 
rates into  afty  of  their  ports,  ha- 
vens, or  towns,  or  peimit  any  of 
their  inhabitants  fo  receive,  pro- 
tect, harbor,  concesl,  or  ad  it  them 
in  any  manner,  but  will  bring  to 
condign  punifLmcnt  all  fuch  inha- 
bitants as  diall  be  guilty  of  fuch 
acts  or  offences. 

"And  all  their  {hips  wish  the 
goods,  or  merchandizes  taken  by 
thi  w  aiid  brought  :nro  the  port  of 
either  of  the  faid  patties,  lhail  be 
ft-ized  as  far  3s  they  can  bedifcbv-  t 
ered,  and  lhall  be  reltorrd  to  tlie 
owners,  or  their  fnCtors  or  agentsjj  *' 
dt.ly  deputed  and  authoi  i:  ;-d  i'i*V 
'  writing  by  them  (proper  evidence 
being  full  given  to  the  court  of 
ad  mil  ally  for  proxing  the  proper- 
ty )  even  in  cafe  fuch  effeds  fhouldi 
have  palled  into  other  hands  by 
fale,  if  it  be  proved  that  the  buy- 
ers knew,  or  had  good  ifiibHro  **J 
believe,  or  fufpeCt  that  they  had 
been  piratically   taken." — 1  hole 
who  are  not  dffpofed  to  favor  lea 
jobbers,  will  liardly  object  to  (hit 
article. 

In  the  twenty  flrfl  arricle  :  "It 
is  like  wile  agreed,  that  the  fubjeCts 
-and  citizens  of*  ihe  two  nation* 
fhall  not  do  any  acls  of  hollilltvor 
violence  again fj:  each  other,  nor 
accept  commidi ons,  or  inflruc'tious 
fo  to  aCl  from  any  foreign  prince* i 
or  Bate  enemies  to  the  other  par- 
ty ;  hor  diall  the  enemies  of  one  of 
the  parties  he  permitted  to  invtre, 
or  endeavor  to  enlift  in  their  mili- 
tary fcrvice  any  of  the  fubjeCts,  or 
citizens  of  the  other  pat  ty  ;  and 
the  laws  againit  all  fuch  offences 
and  aggre'fiions  fhall  be  pumlually 
cxcctiicd.  And  if  any  fubjeel  or 
ciiisab  of  the  faid  parties  refpecc- 
ivcnBiall  aecej>t  any  foreign  com- 
ntiincfn,  or  letters  of  marque  for 
arming  any  vell'el  to  act  as  a  pri- 
vateer againft  the  other  party,  and 
be  taken  by  the  other  paity,  it  ij 


hereby  declared  to  be  lawful  for 
tii e  faid  party  to  treat  and  puniili 
t he  laid  luhject  or'cU&en,  paving 
fuch  coauniKioa  or  lcuers  or' 
marq'ie,  as  a  pirate. " 

I  do  coot'els  I  fee  nothing  in  this 
article  to  correct.  There  arc  cer- 
tain aharchifts,  who  have  vocifer- 
ated loudly  againit  it.  They  ob- 
ject to  the  restraint  laid  a.  our  ci- 
tizens, againlt  their  ente.'.ug  into 
thefervice  oi  the  enemies  ot  cJreat 
Britain  And  they  alfo  object  to 
t  he  feverity  of  the  puriifhnisiu  tobe 
i  lrlictcd  on  thofe  of  the  one  nation 
who  accept  foreign  commilhohs,  or 
let. e.-s  of  marque  for  arming  pii- 
vateers  to  cruize  againlt  tlie  ociier. 
]r  is  obfervkblc  that  the  article  is 
reciprocal,  in  anfwering  the  firft 
i  bjei  ti  >n,  there  is  one  argument 
Jo  obvioas,  and  at  the  lame  time  lo 
i  onclnftve,  t  rat  1  fhaH  content  my- 
feif  with  a  bare  recital.  The  U- 
n 1 1 ■  c i  -rares  by  the  proper  autho- 
rity lias  been  declared  in  a  Itate  of 
neutrality  ;  peace  is  the  object  of 
t.;?  gavel  innent.  !i  then  whenother 
n  itio  is  are  at  war,  our  citizens  re- 
m  •  i  h;  bofoe,  are  we  not  more 
likely  to  continue  in  peace,  than 
we  (houfd  be,  if  our  young  nu  n 
vitii  relpectub-c  a  id  inllutn.i.il 
coiviexi  >ns  vere  permitted  to  en- 
gate  .  .  loldiej*  oi  foriunegin  fo- 
rej  n  -  .us;  be- hiles  if  one  may  en- 
gage tn  loreigu  war,  fo  may  ten,  if 
ten,  why  not  a  tnoufand,  and  wiiat 
becomes  o}  the  national  peace  and 
tranquility, 'wheji  o.:r  citizens  (hall 
compofe  the  battalions  ol  the  psw- 
ers  a:  war  ?  This  reftraint  accords 
vrh  the  principles  of  our  la»s, 
which  are  nearly  as  compi  eheniive 
in  their  prohibitions  as  the  article 
in  qucftfon. 

With  fiefpect  to  the  fecond  ob- 
jection, it  ismncli  of  the  fame  calt, 
with  the  preceeding,  and  fo  tar 
v.  ill  admit  of  the  fan:e  reply.  And 
fhrrherit  maybe  obferved,  that 
the  feverity  ofthe  puniihmeilt  an- 
nexed to  the  offence,  was  doubtlefs  ■ 
intended  to  prevent  the  crime.  It 
is  to  be  ihtiidted  on  none  but  thofe  ■ 
o£eithe«-  party  who  (hall  accept 
coflfhiii^ions  or  letters  of  maique 
from  a  foreign  enemy  to  one  of 
the  parties  to  arm  privateers  to 
cruiz?  againit  fuch  party.  And 
this  being  a  great  offence  to  one 
nario.i  at  peace  with  the  other, 
<  r  :  \y  de'erves  the  grcatelt  pu- 
nifhmeiit.  The  luhject  or  citizen 
knowing  the  punilhmeut  annexed 
t>  the  offettce,  by  accepting  the 
com  million  or  letter  of  marque  in 
fnch  a  cafe  voluntarily  incurs  the 
rifle  cf  the  punifhment.  But  when 
it  is  objected  that  this  article  pie- 
-»c:us  cifizens  of  the  United  States 
From  expatriating  tbemfslvesj  it 
•  is  an  objection  wholly  without 
foundation.

'T^I'.IS  article  holds  out  a 
4j  JL  fatfe  and  dclufive  idea 
of JatisfaBi+n  to  the  United  State?., 
for  the  funis  which  they  will  have 
to  pay,  in  confcqucnce  of  the  opt- 
j^tions  of  this  article. 

The  piopofition  that  the  United 
Stakes  mould  pay  nil  the  old  debts, 
now  remaining  due  to  Britilh  fub- 
jects,  from  American  citizens,  with 
inteielt  thereon  from  the  com- 
lnencemenr  ol  the  American  war  ; 
•was  too  alarming  and  iniquitous, 
to  be  placed  in  the  treaty,  in  its 
true  and  undilguifc-d  Itate  ;  it  has 
therefore  been  artfully  cloathed  ; 
bat  notwithli 'Hiding  every  attempt 
of  this  kind,  its  true  nature  is  Hill 
difernible.  You  fs.y,  "that  the 
treaty  engages  to  pay  no  part  of 
the  debts,  which,  the  debtor  by  the 
Ordinary  cnurfe  of  judicial  pro- 
ceediuge,  can  be  compelled  to 
pay,  and  it  llipulated  for  the 
payment  of  fuch  loflcs  only,  as 
Lave  bera  occaftoned  by  lawful 
imp<  dtmentS  contrary  to  the  trea- 
tvof'S  -'."  Whether  thefe  relttic- 
pons  contained  in  this  article,  will 


really  or.err.te  towards  the  reduc- 
tion of  ti.e  torn,  with  the  payment  .

be  ultimately  faftdled  ;  will  d£- 
pend  in  a  gicat  mtaiuie,  <.n  the 
manner  in  which  the  judges  of  this 
new  tribunal  a>e  to  be  appoint- 
ed ;  ai'd  the  way  in  which  the 
claims  cf  1  tie  Brrtilh  creditors 
are  10  be  inveftigated,  and  to  be 
decided  on  by  them.  Ibis  court 
may  be  objected  to  on  two  fub- 
ltantia]  g:  ootids :  1. 1  hat  theie  is 
the  Hrongelt  icafons  to  believe, 
that  the  judges  will  be  -partial: 
And  2.  1  hat  it  they  mean  to  act 
honeftly,  tliey  mult  alw  ays  decide 
on  the  repr  dentation,  and  pr»  of, 
brought  forward  by  one  fide,  and 
that  tne  fide  of  the  Biitilh  credit- 
or. There  is  no  doubt  but  that 
the  ccnuiiiilioneis  appointed  011 
t he  part  of  the  Britilh,  will  be 
warmly  attached  to  tlfeit  interetls  ; 
but  it  is  more  than  doubtful,  that 
the  American  commifhoner*  vi;l 
be  in  the  biitilh  inteielt  j  thele 
cioubts  are  fuggetitd  by  the  fol- 
lowing ronlide.  a.ii-ns  :  A  ll  the 
men  who  have  yet  been  appoin  ed 
to  negotiate  any  boOoefs  with  that 
nation,  (including  Jay, j  have  been 
conlelk-dly  its  fricuds  ;  it  will  be 
confidcred  as  ellen  iaily  necelJary, 
to  the  carrying  the  treaty  ii  to  ex- 
ecution, to  appoint  Itch  petlons 
as  are  *r:encUy  to  its  principles  % 
and  if  fuch  men  are  appointed, 
they  muli  favour  the  Hritifl)  intei  - 
elt wherever  it  con.es  iuto  oj^pofi- 
tion  with  the  American,  becaufe 
/A../  10*1  ill;  manifeit  intention  of 
t!ie  treaty  :  and  no  honcit  ma|i, 
w  ho  is  a  1  eal  ti  iend  to  his  country, 
will  be  cor.reuied  in  carrying  into 
execution  a  treaty,  which  is  lb 
much  in  opposition  1  o  the  conilitu- 
tion,  and  true interiefls of hiscoun- 
tiy.  But]  will  admit,  for  argu-

j  tereit  ;  atul  -rthen  wc  iccollei'i, 
hew  many  of 'that  character  will 
be  in  their  way,  and  how  little 
fomeof  them  are  known,  it  is  a 
thoufand  to  one,  but  th?t  they  will 
be  deceived  in  their  choice;  but 
admitting  they  wit  hit  and  all  foli- 
citations,  and  compell  the  Britifh 
agents  to  put  it  to  chance  to  de- 
cide,'it  will  be  at  lead  equal  ia  fa- 
vour of  the  partizan  of  the  L>  itiih, 
am*  if  the  chanc|  does  fall  upon 
him,  then  the  American  Cpmntif- 
lioners  will  be  cyphers,  ami  only 
ferve  as  w  ittJcHes  to  the  decisions 
made  by  the  others.'

peiate  to  bring  the  quelHon  in  as 
favourable  a  light  as  poti.ble  for 
himfelf,  before  the  commilhoners; 
but  0:1  the  part  of  the  I  nited  :  tales, 
there  is  no  pe;  Ion  w  )  .  e  duty  it  is, 
to"r»t!-.  after  the  necci.an  inform- 
ation, even  if  it  was  poii:ble  to  ob- 
tain ir,  after  fuch  a  length  of  time, 
and  in  the  lemote  end  difperfed 
fit  ha  1  ion  in  which  fuch  iuforom- 
tion  con Id  be  got,  by  the  molt  zea- 
lous and  indulliious  inquirer. 
When  we  add  to  rhtfe  circumltm- 
ces,  the  advantages  w  hich  iheBri- 
tiili  creditor  will  have,  by  being 
able  to  make  teltimony  for  him- 
felf, by  tlie  mentis  of  the  extrafis 
from  bis  ov.  n  books,  w  e  may  con- 
clude with  certa:n-y,  that  there 
are  very  few  claims,  which  will 
not  be  fubltaatiatcd,  to  the  fatis- 


fadhm  of  the  ccrrn.llTinncr?.  It 
would. therefore  have  laved  both 
time  ard  e>  pence,  to  have  agreed 
to  pay  all  the  elainis,  which  they 
choie  to  put  in  ;  lor  that  mufl  uhk. 
timaicly  be  the  cafe,  where  i  ■  ir 
one  party  is  heard  >  w  here  he  is  al- 
low rd  to  be*  hit  oiitn  ivitnefs,  and 
where  his  friends  are  hts* judgis. 
But  fuppoling  that  this  new  court 
flionld,  contrary  to  all  human  pro- 
bability, decide  fairly  and  honeft- 
ly; I  aik,  how  is  the  United  .Stales 
to  obtain  fatisfaCtion,  lor  what 
they  will  have  to  pay  under  thole 
decilions.  1  he  treaty  fay  t ;  "And 
the  United  States  undertake  to 
caufe  the  funis  fo  awarded  to  be 
paid  S>]  condition  of  fuch  releafes 
or  aiiiguments  to  be  given  by  the 
creditor  or  claimant,  as  by  the  Paid 
commiifioners  may  be  directed. " 
Thefe  alignments  which  aie  rc- 
quiiedby  this  ankle,  mult  have 
Decn  intended  to  convey  the  idea, 
that  I  he  I  tiited  States  lhould  be 
leimbuifcd  the  funis  to  be  paid  by 
them,  from  fome quarter  or  other. 
An<f  you  fay  when  fpeajtiug  of  the 
HabiJ  ,y  01  thofe  States,  whofe  le 
glhatjures  have  created  thofe  law- 
ful impediments,  "  that  "it  is  a 
principle  not  to  be  controverted, 
that  the  fame  rule  of  jultice  which 
prefcribes  compenfation  to  the  in- 
jured  ;  equally  demands  it  of  the 
injuring  j-.aity.  j  he  inference 
cannot  be  miilaken."  If  this  in- 
ference is  that  the  offending  States 
mtift  be  made  to  pay  it,  1  ailv,  how 
this  is  to  be  effected?  by  what 
mode  it  cati  be  dure  ?  And  what 
part  cf  the  eonllitution  it  is,  which 
will  author  He  the  general  govern- 
ment to  attempt  ir  r  On  what  could 
the  claim  of  1  eti ibution  be  lound- 
cd  On  nothing  but  the  ciecifion 
«'f  this  new  tribunal,  that  the  State 
legiflature  had  enacted  a  lawful 
impediment  to  the  1  ecovery  of  Bri- 
ti,h  debts,  Imie  the  treaty.  But 
the  Stale  would  deny  the  fact,  and 
the  competency  of  this  tribunal  to 
the  decilion  od  that  quefiion,  or  of 
the  claim  of  the  original  creditor 
on  the  debtor  ;  and  from  every 
principle  of  jultice,  law  or  the  con- 
ttitutton,  the  State  would  not  be 
bound  by  fuch  deci.'ic  n.  '1  here  is 
now.a  q  11  eft  ion  of  that  kind,  be- 
fore the  fupieme  court  of  the  U- 
inted  States;  fu]ipofe  they  lhould 
determine  it  in  one  way,  and  this, 
new  tribunal  in  another;  which 
would  be  the  legal  decilion,  fo  as 
to  bind  either  the  State  o  indivi- 
duals ?  It  is  obvious  that  this  clan fc 
does  not  contemplate  a  decifion  of 
the  qucdion,"  whether  the  e  is  a 
lawful  impediment  or  nor,  by  the 
courts  of  the  Unite!  Stales  j  becaufe 
it  leaves  the  determination  of  eve- 
ry claim  of  a  Biitilh  creditor,  10 
this  new  tribunal,  and  reftrlels 
them  to  18  monthi  for  receiving 
fHch  claims  :  now  thefe  q'leilions 
may  not  be  carried  through  the 
courts  of  the  United  States  in  chat 
time  ;  and  theiefore  this  article 
could  not  mean,  to  make  their  de- 
cilions depend  on  the  determinati- 
ons of  thofe  courts  :  be'ides  no  fuch 
id  1  is  exprelie-i  in  the  article.  W  e 
may  therefore  if  your  doctrine  and 
thejdea  whicii  is  throw  n  out  by  tiie 
treaty,  of  reimbm  fement  by  the  in- 
dividual States,  is  right,  fee  here 
after  a  decilion  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  that 
there  U  no  lawfull  impediment  to 
the  recovery  of  Britilh  debts,  in 
the  State  ot  V  ii  ginia  ;  and  a  con- 
trary determination,  by  a  irajoiity 
of  the  fitting  memhes  of  this  new 
tribunal,  confiding  of  a  Scotchjand 
an  Englifh  tory  ;  and  that  foveieign 
and  indpehdant  Stftte,  called  on  to 
pay  the  amount  of  their  judgment, 
contrary  to  the  decifion  of  the 
fame  quell  ion,  by  the  fuprcme 
court  of  the  United  States.  This 
doctrine  is  fb  abfurcT,  that  neither 
Jay  nor  yonrfelf  could  believe  ir  ; 
and  therefore  when  you  hold  out 
to  the  citizens  the  United  States 
at  large,  that  thofe  you  call  the  of- 
fending States,  will  be  obliged  to 
make  compenfation  to  the  United 
States,  you  muft  have  done  it  w  ith 
an  intention  to  deceive  them. 
Your  great  argument  in  fupport 
of  the  treaty  is,  that  it  wr.s  the 
only  way  to  avcid  war,  which 


muft  have  l  eer  fuj-povtcd  by  taxes 
le  vied  011  the  farmer,  the  laborer, 
and  the  mechanic.  If  this  argu- 
ment was  fufficientjy  ftrohg,  to  pi  e- 
vent  oui  infilling  on  ouf  jolt  rights, 
how  J  alk,  did  tt  happen  to  bt  ei  -1  - 
looked,  wheu  the  treaty  was  fixing 
on  thofe  fame  farmers,  laborers, 
and  mechanics,  tlie  payment  of  an 
enoi  nous  fum  of  money,  contrary 
tp every  principle  of  policy,  and 
contiary  to  the  jtdlice  due  from 
our  government  and  the  Britilh  na- 
tion, to  fuch  of  our  fellow  citizens, 
as  had  been  injured  by  the  infi  ac- 
tion of  the  ticaty  of  '85.  It  te 
curious  that  Jay,  when  Chief  Juf- 
iice of  the  Uniied  States,  lhould 
hilt  give  it  as  his  opinion,  that 
there  w  as  no  law  ful  Impediment 
to  the  recovery  of  ihe  Britilh  debts 
in  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  and  theil 
agree  to  this  article,  upon  a  fup- 
pofition  that  there  was  Inch  a  law- 
ful impediment.  The  real  inter- 
cfi  of  the  creditor  and  debtoi,  as 
to  this  qoettian  i>  now  Cj  material- 
ly changed  by  this  treaty  ;  thar, 
the  BritQh  merchants  v\  ill  now  la- 
roar,  as  much  to  p-ove  that  there 
ai  e  fuch  legal  impediments,  as  they 
before  did,  that  no  fuch  impedi- 
ment exifted  :  and  I  lhould  not  be 
at  all  furpriled  to  hear,  that  a  de- 
putation of  Scotch  merchants',  had 
offeted  F.  H.  a  thotifand  gui- 
neas, to  deliver  for  them,  before 
the  court  6f  conimiliiober»,the  able 
argument,  which  he  delivered  a- 
gai'dl  them,  on  tlie  fame  qneftion 
before  the fegleral  court  ar  Ilich- 
nmnd  :  1  mean  only,  that  it  is  pro- 
bable, that  they  would  .take  this 
ftep,  if  they  ft.ould  find  that  more 
folid  arguments, would  not  be  re- 
ceived from  thenifelves,  by  the 
CommiiHoners.

CALAIS,  Sept.  7. 
The  inhibit  ants  of  this  town 
were  yeltei  day  ailemb'rd  in  comp- 
Iiabce  w  ith  the  late  decree  of  the 
convention,  for  the  pnrpofe  of  ac- 
cepting or  lejectig  the  new  eonlli- 
tution. The  fecii.in  of  the  welt 
met  ill  what  is  calied  the  temple 
and  that  of  the  eaft  in  the  ci- 
devant  ehUrch.  The  connitution 
was  iinaniinoufly  accepted  by  b  nh 
fectitms,  but  the  decree  directing 
t^e  electoral  bodies  to  choofe  two 
thiids  of  the  members  of  the  new 
legif!ature,froni  amcng  thedepntieS 
who  now  form  the  couvetion,  was 
uhaniraoofly  rejetfied. 

I  he  electors,  iris  here  faid,  are 
likely  to  pnrfue  a  fnnllar  mode  of 
conduct  throughout  the  whole 
republic.  Perfect  tranquility 
reigned  during  the  whole  day,  ami 
indeed  the  manner  in  which  the 
electors  coducted  thenifelves  was 
highly  honourable  to  them.  They 
fawvery  properly  the  maimirude  of 
the  object  which  engaged  their  at- 
tention, and  felt  how  criminal  they 
might  juftly  be  deemed,  if,  lor  a 
moment  they  neglected  their  duty 
on  that  day  when  the  conduct  of 
the  electoral  bodies  was  to  determ- 
ine on  the  future  happinefs  of 
fiance — on  the  happinefs  or  mife- 
ry  of  twenty  five  millions  of  hu- 
man beings. 

'I  he  conduct  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Calais  w  as  that  of  thinking,  ra- 
tional men,  of  patriots,  of  philan- 
thropies. 

All  party  fpirit,  all  animofity,  e- 
very  thing  that  could  create  dillen- 
fioh  w  as  forgotten.  One  gi  and  ob- 
ject occupied  their  attention — to 
France  a  free  eonllitution,  founded 
on  the  folid  bafts  of  reafon  feemcd 
to  be  the  fole  defire  that  animated 
the  electors  of  Calais.  That  views 
equally  pure  may  be  difcovered  by 
all  the  erectors  throughout  the  Re- 
public, muft  be  tiie  ardent  wifli  of 
every  mail  who  polled^  the  fmall- 
elt  particle  of  phila.hrophy. 

A  Philofopber  and  a  w  it  w  ere  at 
fea.  and  a  high  fwell  riling,  the 
philofophbr  feemcd  under  greet 
apprehenfions left  he  lhould  go  to 
the  bottom,  "  VVhv,"  obferved 
the  wit,  "  (hat  will  fait  your 
j^-nins  to  a  tittle  ;  as  for  mv  part, 
you  know,  1  am  only  for  Ikinimin^ 
the  iiuface  of  things."
